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SUBJECT: ADVERSE PRC REACTION TO AAU SUSPENSION OE SWIMMERS 
WHO VISITED CHINA 

1. MRS. WILLIAM A. HEWITT, WIFE OE MEMBER OF NATIONAL 
COUNCIL ON U.S. - CHINA TRADE DELEGATION NOW VISITING PRC, 

HAD CONVERSATION NOVEMBER 8 WITH SUNG CHUNG, SECRETARY OE 
ALL-CHINA SPORTS EEDERATION. THIS CONVERSATION ARRANGED 
AT MRS. HEWITT'S REQUEST IN LIGHT OF HER OWN INTEREST IN 
SPORTS (SHE IS KEEN SPORTSWOMAN AND HAS BEEN NOMINATED AS 
U.S. MEMBER OE INTERNATIONAL OLYMPIC COMMITTEE). 

2. IN COURSE OF CONVERSATION WITH SUNG CHUNG, HE INDICATED 
THAT CHINESE WERE "DEEPLY AEERONTED" BY AAU SUSPENSION OE 
MEMBERS OE U.S. SWIMMING TEAM WHICH VISITED CHINA LAST 

SUMMER, AND AS A RESULT HAVE HALTED ALL EURTHER ATHLETIC CONTACTS 

WITH THE U.S. HE SAID THAT THE CHINESE REGARDED AAU 

ACTION AS SUPPORTIVE OE TWO CHINAS AND AS BEING HOSTILE TO THE PRC. 

3. ACCORDING TO MRS. HEWITT, SHE EXPLAINED COMPLEXITIES OE 
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INCLUDING PROBLEMS IN RELATIONSHIP BETWEEN INTERNATIONAL 
PARENT BODIES (E.G. EINA) TO WHICH NATIONAL ATHLETIC GROUPS 
SUCH AS AAU ARE AEEILIATED. SHE REPORTS THAT SUNG CHUNG WAS 
SOMEWHAT MOLLIFIED BY THIS EXPLANATION, AND THAT 
ATMOSPHERICS OF CONVERSATION IMPROVED THEREAFTER. 

4. THIS IS FIRST WE HAVE HEARD OF ADVERSE CHINESE REACTION TO 
AAU SUSPENSION OF MEMBERS OF VISITING U.S. SWIMMING TEAM. 

IT WOULD APPEAR DESIRABLE TO CHECK FURTHER INTO THIS MATTER WITH 
CHINESE WITH A VIEW TOWARDS ELIMINATING ANY MISUNDERSTANDINGS 
AND PUTTING US-PRC ATHLETIC EXCHANGES BACK ON THE RAILS, 

IF INDEED THE CHINESE HAVE SUSPENDED THEM. TO THIS END, WE 
REQUEST THE DEPARTMENT PROVIDE FULL DETAILS OF CURRENT STATE 
OF AAU SUSPENSION OF SWIMMERS AND RESULTS OF THEIR PROTEST. 

WE WILL THEN SEEK APPOINTMENT WITH APPROPRIATE PRC SPORTS 
ORGANIZATION.
